CHINESE HALT 
EMIGRATION 


No Permits for Jews of 
Russian Origin

New Yor« 

With the deterioration of the situa- 
tion in the Far East, leading American 
Jewish organisations, as well as the 
Israeli Government, have expressed 
concern at the plight of the 800 Jews 
on the Chinese mainiand, the majority 
of whom live in Shanghai and Harbin. 

About 200 are elderly people or chronic 
invalids,. requiring institutional care in 
other countries. 

Last December the Peking authorities 
issued exit permits. to enable Jews to 
emigrate to Israel and to Brazil. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Louis Horwiz, Director of 
Overseas Operations of the United Hias 
Service, the Chinese Government docs 
not want to delay the departure of these 
Jews or other forcigners. But, he told 
me this week, the fact that many of the 
Jews were formerly Russian citizens and 
have Sovict passports has created serious 
problems. 


Soviet Approach 


In its recent “ repatriation campaign,” 
he explained, the Russian Government 
had approached the Chinese authorities 
who were now withholding cx visas 
from former Russian citizens, mncluding 


Jews. This was done despite the fact 
that some 400 Jews were already in 
possession of Israel) visas 

The United Hias Service’ and the 


American Joint Distribution Committee, 
he said, had already arranged for many 
of the elderly and sick refugees to enter 
institutions in Belgium, France, Switzer- 
land, and Eire, and negotiations were 
proceeding for similar facilities in Hol- 
land, Denmark, and Sweden. But there 
was no hope for the Jews in China 
unless the authorities again decided to 
issue permasts. 


Strangiing it~ be abolished demand- 
ing that the insistence upon detailed 
proof, which is almost impossible to 
obtain, be eliminated and there should 
be an extension of the categories of 
persons entitled to compensation, with 
increases in the amounts to be paid: 
and requesting that advance payments 
should be facilitated. Two and a half 
years after the signing of the agree- 
ment between Western Germany and 
the Claims Conference, it was pointed 
out, legislation to compensate indi- 
viduals for the loss of assets confis- 
cated by the Third Reich is still only 
in draft form. 


Secret Meetings 


Dramatic secrecy—more befitting to 
mternational diplomacy or atomic research 
than to Jewish communal affairs—was 
observed at the successive meetings of the 
Claims Conference Applications Com- 
mittee, Executive, and Board of Directors. 
Not only was the press excluded from the 
deliberations but it was kept in ignorance 
of the result of the session. Even the 
Press Officer attached to the Claims Con- 
ference was not admitted into the assembly 
and was able to pass on only such meagre 
information as was meted out to him by 
the Secretariat 

An official communiqué announcing the 
results of the Paris session is to be pub- 
lished at the Claims Conference head- 
quarters in New York. These results, how. 
ever, have “ leaked out ” nothwithstanding 
all the precautionary measures.

NEW SOVIET 
RULERS 
Attitude Towards 


Minorities 
By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Mr. Lazar Kaganovitch, the son of 
a Jewish cobbler in the Ukraine, has 


retained his position as the First 
Deputy Premier in the new Soviet 
Government. But he still continues 


to be the only Jew left in the Russian 
Poltburo and the Kremlin. 

Marshal Bulganin, who replaced Mr. 
Malenkov as Premier, is not considered 
by those who have met him and worked 
under his command as friendly towards 
Jews. It is known that as Political 
Commissar, attached to the Soviet Baltic 
Command during the war, and as sponsor 
of the Polish Liberation Commitiec, he 
opposed the inclusion of the Jewish 
element Ihe purge of Jewish officers 
from the Soviet Army, which took place 
after the war, was carried out largcly 
while Marshal Bulganin was Minister of 
Defence. 


Marshal Zhukov 


Marshal Georg Zhukov the newly 
appointed Minister of Defence, is also 
not regarded as being too friendly towards 
the Jewish muforiy. He, too, as Com- 
mandcr in Chief of the. Russman Forces 
in Germany after the war, was thought to 
be responsible tor climonating hundreds 
of Jewish officers serving under him in 
Eastern Germany and Berlin and sending 
them back to the Soviet Unton At 
that treme, the campaign against “ cosmo- 
poliiamsm and ruthicss hationalism 
inaugurated by Zhdanov was ragin 
throughout the USSR. and 
officers, like Jewish writers, high officials, 
and diplomats, were considered too 
Western an clement and “ untrustworthy.” 

Forcign diplomats who have 
Khrushchev, now risen to power, agree 
that he is anything but friendly towards 
Jews. It is recalled that in the Ukrame 
where, as First Pariy Secretary. he was 
the virtual ruler for many years, anti- 
semitism continued despiic all the 
Government measures 10 suppress if and 
that when the Germans entered the 
Ukraine during the war many of Mr 
Khrushchev’s countrymen collaborated 
with the invaders in the hunting down 
and the lnquidation of Jews 

It is, of course, premature to say what 
policy in respect of the Jewish minority 
and the nw Governrrent unde 
Marshal Bulganin is going to adopt. But 
the iidications would seem to be that the 
change is unlikely to be of henefit to the 
minorities in Russia, least of all the Jewish 
minority, and the prospecis of a relaxa 
tion of emigration restrictions are unlikely 


to be cased

SERMION FOR THE WEEK 


REPAIRING THE TEMPLE 


CTING upon a true instinct 
the rabbis continued the 
distinctiveness of Shabbat 

Shekalim after the destruction of 
the Temple. Its original purpose 
was to serve notice on the individual 
Jew that the annual payment of a 
halt-shekel to the Sanctuary was due 
from him. There is evidence that 
in ancient times, even beyond the 
boundaries of the Holy Land, this 
contribution was eagerly and faith- 
fully paid. When Julius Flaccus 
ordered the Jews of the Asian 
provinces in the Roman Empire to 
Stop sending money to Jerusalem, 
they successfully appealed to Julius 
Cvesar to rescind the ban. 

Ihe rabbis of old detected in the 
law of the half-shekel a number of 
teachings which were of eternal 
validity. One of them clearly indi- 
cated in the Halftara which is always 
read on Shabbat Shekalim. It narrates 
that King Joash, unlike his predeces- 


sors, felt a deep attachment to the 
religion of his fathers. For a long 
time the worship of God had been 
negiected and the lIemple buildings 
had fallen into a State of disrepair 
ihe king. eager for a - religious 


reformation, determined as the first 
step to restore the Temple to its former 
sp endour.

AUSTRIA ABLE TO 
MEET CLAIMS 


Jewry’s Justifiable 


Demands

In an. address on “ Jewish Claims 
Against Austria,” given to the Jacob 
Ehrlich Society at Congress House, 55 
New Cavendish Street, W.1, last week. 
Dr. E. Pachtmann, Member of the

LORD JOWITT ON 
ISRAEL’S TASKS 


State’s Great Problems 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Hampstead’s J.P.A. campaign for 
1955 was launched at a dinner at the 
Savoy Hotel, London, on Thursday of 
last week, when the guests of honour 
were Lord Jowitt, a former Lord 
Chancellor, and Lady Jowitt, and Mr.

Arab-Israel Tension

between Isracl and the Arab States, Lord 
Jowit said that it must be of vital 
interest to the British Commonwealth of 
Nations that there should be peace in 
the Middle East. He expressed the hope 
that the statesmen whom he knew had 
been considering the problem at ihe 
Conference of Commonwealth Prime 
Ministers in London would find some 
solution He also wished that Isracl 
could have been represented at the 
Conference as one of Her Majesty s 
tcrritories. The future of Israc!l and the 
future of Britain were bound up togethcr, 
said Lord Jowitt 

Mr. Sicfl said that cach time he visited 
Israc!l he was exhilarated by the State s 
achievements 

One of the main problems confronting 
the Jewish State. he continued, was how 
they could increase productivity and so 
have the means to mecrease CADOTILS and 
at the same time deal with the stream of 
new immigrants coming into the country 


A new wave of immigration might be 
upon them at any time. from Hungary, 
North Africa, and even from Soviet 
Russia—a trickle which might soon 
hecornk a flood 

The next two vears. said Mr Sicfl, 
were fraught with considerable impor- 


tance for Jews wherever they might live 
lt was criminal nonsense to talk about an 
Israclhi group and a Diaspora group 
Whatever happened in Isracl was bound 
to affect Jews everywhere. The State's

totalling 3$150.000. mainly for Jews in 
America, have been awarded. 

For the United Restitution Office, which 
has helped 50,000 needy Jews to file 
indemnification claims in Germany and 
whose case load is expected to rise to 
75,000 in the present peak year, $829,000 
was set aside. Professor Norman Bentwich, 
Rapporteur for the U.R.O., stated that 
the greater part of this money was likely 
to be recovered eventually from fees paid 
by successful U.R.O. applicants for 
indemnification. 

Finally, $300,000 was allocated to the 
Yad Ve-Shem memorial in Jerusalem. 
$65,000 to the Tomb of the Unknown 
Jewish Martyr in Paris, and, in addition 
to a few minor items, allowance was made 
for administrative costs of $300,000—a 
comparatively low figure made possible 
by the utilisation of the existing far-flung 
administrative machinery of the “ Joint.” 

It is learned that a good deal of 
criticism of Claims Conference methods 
was cxpressed during the session, not only 
by European but also by prominent 
American members of the Executive and 
Board of Directors. While the high degrce 
of efficiency and complete integrity of 
the administrative officers: of the Claims 
Conterence was unanimously recognised 
and praised, there were strong complainis 
that the Secretariat tended to “ run the 
show” by itself without adcquatcly 
informing or consulting the members of 
the Executive and the Directors. More- 
over, the Secretariat has hitherto dis- 
played scant or no respect for the rappor- 
teurs and committees of the various com- 
munities, usually comprising the highest 
Jewish dignitaries. Thus, the Secretariat 
took little or no notice of a British report 
drawn up by a committee headed by 
Rabbi Brodie. 


Reform Promised 


A more serious—and indeed, funda- 
mental—reproach, which the Claims Con- 
ference Dhurectors candidly levelled at 
themselves, was that no principle or set 
of principles has been worked out for the 
carving up of the “ bitter-sweet cake ” of 
German reparations (ito quote one 
eminent leader). The Claims Conference 
appears to be subject to moods in ils 
decisions, and is certainly sensitive to 
pressure groups. A basic guiding rule, for 
instance, that the primary objective of the 
Claims Conference is to rehabilitate or 
save from extinction the Jewish communi- 
ties and individuals shattered by Nazism, 
has yet to be enunciated. Reforms, at 


any rate on the organisation level, were 


promised by Mr. Beckeiman, in the hghi 
of past experience. 

Dr. Goldmann announced that, unless 
he was relieved of his onerous day-to-day 
work by the appointment of a Chairman 
of the Executive, he would resign as Presi- 
dent of the Claims Conference.

Releases from Blocked 
Accounts

JERUSALEM 

In the past two months the Isracli 
Government has released £1,000,000 to 
former Palestinian Arabs whose funds 
were blocked in Israeli banks. Last 
year the Israeli authorities released 
£750,000. 

It will be recalled that an agreement on 
the release of blocked funds was con- 
cluded last September between the Isracli 
Government and representatives of the 
Arab refugecs.

COMPENSATION DELAYS THE JEWISH FAITH 


Austrian Government's 
Attitude 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn CHRoNICcLe 


Sirn,— Whereas the German indemni- 
fication law is totally inadequate for 
many victims of the Nazis, and ils 
implementation slow and burdensome 
beyond endurance-——as you pointed 
out in your leading article of January 
28—the attitude of the Austrian 
Government regarding compensatrfon 
for those persecuted by the Nazis ts 
much worse ' It lacks the criteria ol 
the standard of international mora! 
which one might expect from a nation 
which bears such a heavy responsi- 
bility for the victimisation of Jews in 
particular. 

It should not be necessary to remind 
the Austrians that they embraced Hitler 
and his gang with open arms in March, 
1938, and there were many among them 
who exercised the greatest cruelty towards 
the helpless victims. 

So far. the Ausirian Government has 
done next to nothing—apari from the 
festiiution of certain properties to the 
rightful owners, at no cost to the Ausirian 
State—-to remedy the wrongs suffered by 
the survivors of Nazi persecution, despite 
a flourishing cconomy, thanks to the aid 
of the Alhies. 

Many Jews who were domiciled in 
Austria and fled for their lives to the 
West, live in the most deplorable cond)- 
ons without being able to obtain any 
redress whatsoever from the Austrian 
authorities The manner in which the 
Austrian authorities treat these poor 
Vicuims 1s shown by the following 
example : 

A lady of. over 70 vears of age. who 
lost.her Jewish husband in a concenira- 
tion. camp, was awarded widow's 
pension of 16.30 Austrian schillings per 
month (less than five English shillings) 
because she left Austria in order to join 
her only daughter living in this country. 
Had she « ived in Vienna. where she was 
domiciled, her monthlv pension would 
have mmounted iO Aus! rian 
schillings (not quite £2), plus a smal! 
food allowance. 

There are many former Austrian resi- 
dents sStaving in this country who are 
compelled to exist ‘on.

THE SPANISH INQUISITION 


Opponent of Jewish Emancipation 
To the Editor of Tur Jewisn CHronicle 


Sirn,—-There is nothing new under 
the sun. Salvador de Madartaga’s argu 
ment that. the Jewish people created 
the Inquisition is by no means the 
first. Mr. R. D. Barnett, in his ‘bril- 
lant review ol “Essays With a Pur- 
pose, in your issue of January 28. 
has dealt with the paradox so 
eflectively and so conclusively. that 
no further comment ts needed. 

However, the following relevant inci- 
dent. which | came across in the course 
of my research into Birmingham Jewish 
hisiory, may possibly interest readers. 

A notonous opponent of Jewish 
emancipation was C, N. Newdegate, M.P. 
for North Warwickshire, who for many 
years persisted m the now hacknacyed 
calumnies against Judaism, in his fanatical 
attempts to prove that the removal of the 
civil and political disabilities of the Jews 
would result in an un-Christian England. 
He was answered in the press—and in 
the unusual form of a Petition to Parha 
ment—by Dr. M. J. Raphall. leciur 
and minister to the Birmingham Syna 
gogue and headmaster of the Birmingham 
Hebrew School. 

In May. 1858, C. N. Newdegate 
explained in the. House that when he 
asserted that Jews had been the Officers 
of the Inquisition of Spain he asserted 
it on the authority of the rabbi of the 
synagogue in Birmingham. in which a 
number of his constituents resided. and 
on the authority referred to in lectures 
delivered in that town by the rabbi in 
1847-48, 

By the year 1858, Maurice . Jacob 
Raphall had become the dominant per- 
sonality in American Jewry, and for the 
past ten years he had been acting as the 
chief minister to the Jeshurun Synagoguc, 
Green Street, New York. Back across 
the Atlantic Ocean came the rejoinder. 
which 1s intrinsically interesting as a piece 
of masterly polemic, and which was pub- 
lished in THe Jewtsn Curonicte of June 
18, 1858. Unfortunately, it is too long 
to quote in full, and I transcribe only the 
reley ant parts.

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THE ZIONIST 
“ DANGER” 


AT first sight it appears strange that a 
sagacious old politician like Nuri ES Sain, 
the Prime Minister of lraq, should have been 
capable of uttering such an obvious absurdity 
as to state that his Government “ considered 
that the Zionist danger took precedence over 
the Communist danger.” The reason, of 
course, is that he wished to demonstrate, at 
the moment that he was being strongly 
attacked in other Arab countries, that he 
remained steadfastly loyal to Arab League 
ideology. 

in their desire to find a bond to unite 
them in action the Arabs have discovered 
only their common hatred for Zionism. 
Whenever their unity looks like faltering 
they have to resuscitate themselves with a 
dose of anti-Zionist hatred. Hence, the 
hanging of the two Jews in Cairo and, hence, 
Nuri's outburst. It is unfortunate that this 
conception of Arab policy is being spread 
farther afield. Nuri also stated that he had 
called on the Pakistanis to support the Arabs 
against the Zionists on the same lines as the 
agreement he had concluded with Turkey 
against Communism. And there is a real 
danger that similar ideas will be spread into 
Farther Asia and Central Africa among 
Moslems from those parts who are to attend 
the Jakarta Conference in March. 

The idea propagated by the Arabs 
that Zionism presenis a greater danger 
than Communism is absurd because Zion- 
ism is not an aggressive ideology intended 
for universal consumption but is simply 
the expression of age-old Jewish nationalist 
aspirations. These aspirations are strictly 
limited to the establishment of the State 
of Israel and do not and cannot envisage 


a Jewish empire. Such a_ conception, 
in any case, would be utterly imprac- 
ticable. A few hot-heads may sometimes 


express a hankering for an Israel which 
embraces both banks of the River Jordan, 
but no one takes them seriously. More- 
over, there exists the Tripartite Declaration 
of 1951, to say nothing of the Charter of 
the United Nations, and a host of other 
deterrents to prevent any Israeli Government 
from embarking upon foreign adventures. 
One would have thought, too, that the Arabs’ 
pride and self-confidence would not allow 
them to consider the tiny State of Israel a 
menace to their vast territories and popula- 
tions, which latter outnumber the Israelis by 
something like forty to one. 

Ihe Zionist danger is a fiction of Arab 
imagination, whereas the Communist danger 
iS a threat to which the leaders of the whole 
Western world are constantly giving their 
most earnest attention. Indeed, the conclu- 
sion of the projected Turko-lraqi pact and 
of the Turko-Pakistani agreement are 
expressions of the recognition in the Moslem 
world of this threat, which they are meeting 
by the creation of what is being called the 
northern tier of defence 

It is an irony of the situation that it 
should have been Nuri §£S-SaiD’s decision to 
make a defensive agreement with Turkey— 
for mutual protection against a_ possible 
(Communist attack—that has done more than 
any conceivable amount of Zionist propa- 
ganda to undermine the unity of the Arab 
League. The potential danger against which 
lraqg and Turkey wish to defend themselves 
is also one which potentially threatens Israel. 
From the Israeli point of view this agree- 
ment could be said to have brought, perhaps 
unwittingly, considerable advantages. It 
strengthens Israel's defence against outside 
aggression and, at the same time, reduces the 
power of the Arab States to mount a 
concerted attack against her. 


Perhaps the recognition of these facts will 


bring some of the more enlightened Arabs to 
take a more realistic view of the world in 
which they live. If there is a danger emanating 
from Israel it is not one which is directed in 
a military sense towards the Arab States but 
is that vital intellectual force which represents 
a threat to the reactionary and feudal ideas 
which still have too great an influence in 
the Middle East. Zionism is not Commu- 
nism (indeed, the terms may be said today to 
be mutually contradictory), but it does repre- 
sent those conceptions of progress and indivi- 
dual liberty which are in the vanguard of that 
Western civilisation which, by peaceful 
means, is bringing hope and improved 
standards of living to the countries of the free 
world. Is it too much to expect that Arab 
countries, in the same way as Turkey, should 
make their peace with this beneficent 
influence ? 


CHANGES IN RUSSIA 


LIKE other Russian citizens, the Jews in 
the U.S.S.R. of course cannot express, at 
least openly, any opinion about the new and 
Startling changes in the Russian Govern- 
ment. But from all reports it is clear that 
they cannot but be greatly concerned both 
at the departure of Mr. MALeENKOv and the 
increasing power which is being wielded by 
the Party Secretary, Mr. KHRUSHCHEVY. 

Under Mr. MALENKOv’S Premiership there 
was a tendency towards a milder attitude to 
the Jewish minority compared with the latter 
days of STALIN'S régime. It was under Mr. 
Macenxkov that the “doctors’. plot” was 
suddenly exposed, and the wave of anti- 
Jewish sentiment which had been stimulated 
among the Russians, Ukrainians, and other 
nationalities as a result of it and the 
SLANSKY trial, was halted. The release 
of the Jewish doctors, the arrest of high 
secret police officials, so soon after STALIN'S 
death, was a tacit order that antisemitism 
would not be part of Mr. MALENKOVS 
policy. 

Equally significant and, from the Jewish 
point of view, welcome was the reversal, also 
under Mr. MALeNKOV, of the Soviet attitude 
towards Israel. In February, 1953, three 
weeks before STALIN'S death, Russia broke 
off diplomatic relations with the Israeli 
Government. A few months after Mr. 
MALENKOV became Premier, in July, 1953, 
relations were re-established. As a further 
friendly gesture, the Soviet Ambassador was 
the first of the representatives of the Great 
Powers to present his credentials in 
Jerusalem. 


Since he became First Secretary of the 
Party's Central Committee, Mr. KHRUSHCHEV 
has not made known his attitude towards 
Jews. But there are some who remember 
his coolness towards Jewish survivors at the 
end of the war. As Secretary-General of 
the Ukrainian Communist Party, Mr. 
KHRUSHCHEYV had many official dealings with 
the various partisan groups who, in the 
forests of Eastern Poland, helped the Red 
Army in the fight against the Nazis. Among 
these partisans were thousands of Jews. But 
at the end of the war, when Mr. KHRUSH- 
CHEV paid tribute to the various groups 
which had fought in the partisan battles, he 
curiously omitted to note the part played 
by Jews. Nor was the réle which he is 
reported to have played in the suppression 
of Yiddish literature and culture a creditable 
one. This policy of suppression, of which 
Mr. HARKAVI writes on the opposite page, 
was particularly ruthless in Kiev, the capital 
of the Ukraine, which has a large Yiddish- 
speaking population. 

A Ukrainian himself, Mr. KHRUSHCHEYV 
is regarded by his own people as a fierce 
“ Russianiser,” doing his utmost to establish 
the domination of Moscow over the Ukraine. 
He has, therefore, no special respect for the 
national aspirations of his own Ukrainian 
minority, and still less, it is to be feared, 
for the religious and cultural aspirations of 
the Jews. Under the Tsars, Russian Jews, 
made cynical by their bad experiences, had 
a saying of their own that every bad 
Government is followed by a worse one. 
Had they a chance to express an opinion 
now, they would very likely be thinking back 
on the possibilities of this saying. 


CLAIMS AGAINST AUSTRIA 


Ir would have occasioned little surprise if, 
at its meeting in Paris on Monday, the Com- 
mittee for Jewish Claims Against Austria had 


broken off its protracted and abortive 


negotiations with the Austrian Government. 
Austria, in connection with Jewish reparation 
claims. has shown itself a past-master in the 
art of vacillation and procrastination. But 
quite properly, and with a commendable show 
of patience, the Committee (itself perhaps 
somewhat blameworthy also for its handling 
of the negotiations) has decided to wait “a 
little longer” for the Vienna authorities to 
make a fair offer in settlement of its justifiable 
claims. The few million dollars being 
demanded by the Committee is a small 
amount compared with the vast losses 
sustained by the tragically reduced com- 
munity in the country of HirLer’s birth. And 
settlement of this claim would not in any way 
impair the economy of Austria, which, today, 
thanks largely to American generosity, 1s 
better off than ever before and well able to 
give succour before it is too late to the 
wretched survivors of Nazi _ persecution. 
Moreover, payment by the Austrians would 
raise their status in the eyes of the free world 
and strengthen their case for independence 
and the removal of the shackles of occupa- 
tion, But despite the much-publicised 
announcement by the Austrians of the 
appointment of yet another “ negotiating 
group,” this time composed of the Chancellor, 
Herr RAAB, and other senior Ministers, to 
work out a settlement, there cannot be much 
hope of just treatment from a Coalition 
Government (Catholic People’s Party and 
Socialists) anxious to secure the support of 
the considerable neo-Nazi element, which, of 
course, is utterly opposed to any settlement 
of Jewish claims. It is therefore obvious that 
powerful intervention by some influential 
“neutral” party or group is required if the 
dreary story of negotiations with Austria is 
not to come to an abrupt and unsatisfactory 
end. The obvious mediators are the Western 
Powers, particularly the United States, which 
is in a unique position to exercise influence 
on both parties, In view of the apparent lack 
of good will on the part of the Austrian 
Government so far as Jewish claims are con- 
cerned, it is to be hoped that the U.S.A. will 
act speedily to break the deadlock. 


CHAZANUT 


IN the modern renaissance of Jewish 
culture, a prominent place belongs to music. 
The devotion to it of Jews in both Israel 
and the lands of the Diaspora is well known. 
Nor is it only music in its more general and 
universal aspects of which Jews are nowa- 
days the lovers and exponents. They are 
also becoming increasingly conscious of what 
may be termed specifically “ Jewish music.” 
Its precise artistic content cannot always be 
easily defined and analysed, although some 
valuable tentative suggestions have been 
given in MARKO ROTHMUELLER’S authoritative 
work on “ The Music of the Jews.” Yet it 
is none the less distinctive and recognisable. 
Sometimes it is folk-music, of the kind, for 
example, that constitutes such a pleasurable 
ingredient .of “The World of Sholom 
Aleichem,” which has successfully drawn 
the crowds in New York and is still delight- 
ing audiences in London. Again, it may 
resemble some of the Jewish compositions 
of Ernest BLocn, who so skilfully combines 
traditional and modern elements. In BLOcH’s 
“ Avodath Hakodesh ” (the Sabbath morning 
sacred service), these two elements are mar- 
vellously blended. It is significant that such 
an original composer should find inspiration 
in the liturgy of the synagogue. He himself 
has written: “I endeavour to hear within 
myself, and to transcribe in my music, the 
time-honoured emotional urge of the race 
that slumbers deep down in my _ soul.” 
Doubtless it is this emotional urge that 
accounts for the appeal which Chazanut 
makes to the Jewish heart. Its pervasive 
influence is not necessarily confined to the 
adherents of Orthodox Judaism or to wor- 
shippers in the synagogue. In this country, 
it is true, the Reform and Liberal Synagogues 
have generally dispensed with the services of 
a Chazan. Yet this is not the practice of 
the New Liberal Jewish Congregation in 
London, where a Chazan worthily carries 


‘forward the honoured traditions of the 


German Oberkantor. A report appears in 
our present issue of a concert of synagogue 
music given by the Chazanim Choir which 
attracted so large and appreciative an 
audience to Friends House that many 
would-be listeners: had to be satisfied with 
Standing room only and many others could 
not get in at all. Evidently, Chazanut still

THE STRANGER 


Private View. By JocELYN Brooke.

[he memory world of the upper 
middle class is one of the most 
familiar territories in moderr English 
writing. Many of us are unwilling to 
enter it after sO Many previous visits. 
ly is worth while to do so, however, 
in company with Mr. Jocelyn Brooke, 
for like all real writers he can explore 
the most tramped-over ground and see 
things that most of us have missed. 

Each of the four sketches in this 
hook is a character study, and all four 
are linked by their relation to Mr. 
Brooke's own life. Three of them are 
about personages belonging to his own 
world: Alison Vyse, the companion 
of his childhood ; Miss Wimpole, the 
eccentric middle-aged lady; and the 
warped, pathetic. hearty Gerald 
Rrockhurst. 

the fourth character js Kurt 
Schlegel, a Jewish refugee who served 
with the author in the army during 
the war: and it is Schlegel who gives 
the book its meaning. Without him 
“Private View” would be only a 
view of an enclosed world: of a sighed- 
for past in which all was warm, cosy, 
quiet, utterly secure, and shut off from 
a tumultuous, terrible outside world 
by walls which no notses could pene- 
trate. Schlegel is a man from this 
outer world. He has been hounded 
from his country, his parents have 
been gassed at Auschwitz, he endures 
insult wherever he goes, and he stalks 
into the book like a delegate from the 
forsaken breaking into a polite dinner 
party. He carries within him a wisdom 
bred by centuries of suffering. History 
has equipped him with a tolerance 
and a bitterness that are both beyond 
the understanding of his comrades; 
with a profound gentleness and a 
ferocity as profound, with a weary 
resignation to extinction and a con- 
noisseur's love of all the pleasures and 
beauties of life. He is wonderfully 
studied by the author: and his 
presence in the book reveals to us the 
critical. creative quality of Mr. 
Brooke's vision.

Angry Uncle Dan. By Jamis

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THE JEWISH COMMUNITY IN EGYPT 


By MAURICE ORBACH, M.P.* 


N my last day in Cairo, 

passing down Sharia Adly 

Pasha, | saw an elaborate 
embroidered curtain covering the 
whole facade of the synagogue situ- 
ated there. I was invited inside. 
and it appeared that a wedding was 
about to take place. The bride and 
groom, with their respective 
families, were lined up in the vesti- 
bule to receive the guests, and, 
having presented my good wishes. 
I was given, as were all the guests. 
the apparently customary bag of 
sugared almonds. The synagogue is a 
very beautiful one, and the service, 
with floral and choral effects, was 
elaborate and satisfying. Nahum 
Effendi, the Chief Rabbi of Egypt. 
assisted by two other ministers, 
officiated. The handsome couple 
united in matrimony two wealthy 
families. 


Congregation’s Treasures 


I spoke to the Chief Rabbi after 
the service, and this blind and devoted 
servant of the community showed me 
some of the community's treasures. 
including a_ twelfth-century Sefer 
Torah. I had met him on a number 
of occasions previously, when he had 
assured me that, considering the diffi- 
cult political circumstances of the past 
few years, the position of Egyptian 
Jewry had not deteriorated. He main- 
tained that Egyptian Jewry had been 
harmed by statements made outside 
that they were subject to persecution, 
and he added that he had been received 
by the Prime Minister on two 
OCCASIONS. 

His first visit was to congratulate 
the Prime Minister on the signing 
of the Treaty for the Canal Zone, and 
the second was after the attempt on 
the Colonel's life. In addition, the 
Colonel had sent .his personal attaché 
as his representative to the Rosh 
Hashana and Kol Nidrei_ services. 
The closest relations existed between 
them. and had not been disturbed in 
any way. It was true that there had 
been some coolness during the period 
of the Israclhi-Egyptian hostilimes, but 
this was understandable. 

Colonel Nasser had also sent a 
representative to inquire about Rabb: 
Nahum’s health during the latter's 
recent illness. And in connection with 
the attempt at World Calendar 
Reform, the Chief Rabbi, together 
with the heads of the Moslem and 
Copt religions, had sent a memoran- 
dum to the Government. 

With the assistance of the Chief

Rabbi, M. Salvatore Cicurel, the lx 
head of the community, a number of 
other communal workers, and my own 
invesiigations, | am able to record 
certain facts and give some impres- 
sions of Jewish life in Cairo. 

There are certain restrictions upon 
Jews in Egypt, but these were not new. 
and while there may not have been 
any relaxation, all our coreligionists 
were anxious to assure me that. like 
the Chief Rabbi, they had quite proper 
relations with the present Egyptian 
Government. 

There is difficulty in getting Egyp- 
lian citizenship for Jews, in spite of 
the fact that they were born in Egypt 
Or are natives of the old Ottoman 
Empire. 

Any application for an exit permit 
has to be approved through a special! 
department. While this is called the 
Arab Department, it is, in fact, con- 
cerned with Jewish affairs. Every Jew 
in the country has a dossier in this 
department and, if he be known to 
have any connection with Zionism or 
Communism, he will not get an exit 
permit. In any case, there is an 
irritating delay of two to three weeks. 
but in the case of most Egyptians an 
exit permit is granted within two to 
three days. I was informed that in 
1954 this had eased sOmewhat, com- 
pared to the previous two years 

No Jews are emploved as Civil 
Servants and, in fact, no Jew would 
apply for a post in the administration. 
as he would be certain he would meet 
with a rebuff. 

Few Jewish doctors are employed 
in hospitals, but there are no restric- 
lions upon their engaging in private 
practice. There are no restrictions on 
Jews acting as lawyers, but in the 
courts they are often handicapped by 
ignorance of language. 


Correct Business Methods 


In direct contrast to what happens 
in most countries, it appears that all 
the banks employ Jewish personnel. 
and in some cases the chief accoun- 
tants. are of the Jewish faith. They 
are highly regarded and respected. 
The Jewish community in Egypt is 
esteemed for its correct business 
methods and its ethical and moral 
standing. 

There is considerable conflict as to 
the number of Jews in Egypt. It is 
said that there were 85,000 in 1939. 
some claimed that this figure had now 
fallen to 35,000, others that 45,000 
Jews still lived in the country. I! 
estimate that there are 45,000 still 
there, most of them now residing in 
Cairo and tts suburbs, for Alexandria. 
which also had a fair number of Jewish 
families, is fast losing its population 
through business decline. 

I spent some time in the poorer 
Jewish quarter of Cairo, which lies 


behind the native bazaar. where 
tourists lose their small change and 
more; | found it by walking down 
narrow lanes and over open drains. 
Here I visited the clinic and kitchen 
for the poor, the homes for the aged. 
and new model dwellings. I met the 
active leaders of the community, and 
they showed their plans and discussed 
their problems and their future. They 
asked me to exercise great care in any 
Statements | made outside, as the 
repercussions would be immediate!, 
felt. They thought that of the 45.000 
Jews left in Egypt there were in Cairo 
four to five hundred who are destitute 
in a Middle East sense. Without the 
care of the community these severa! 
hundred would be without food. 
clothing. and shelter In addition, 
3,000 Jews are on the poverty line and 
need immediate effective assistance. 
The ghetto is sttuated in the heart 
of Arab Cairo. but because of clan- 


' destine or other emigration many relin- 


guished Jewish homes had been taken 
over by Arabs 


Protecting the Synagogues 

One of the big problems the loca! 
community faces is the protection of 
therr synagogues from blasphemous 
hands. The synagogues were previ- 
ously surrounded by Jewish homes. 
but are now without the obvious 
defenders in case of attack. Together 
with the Jewish leaders | pored over 


/a map of this warren of an area in an 


endeavour to solve the problem. Most 
of the social and welfare services of 
the community are located within the 
heart of this area 

The clinic I visited is attended not 
only by Jews but also by Arabs and 
Copts, and | saw Arab women waiting 
with others to see the doctor. In the 
kitchen an adequate midday kasher 
meal is provided each day, and in 
order to keep up the self-respect of 
the individual a piastre (24d.) or half 
a piastre (14d.) is charged wherever 
possible. No one 1s, however, turned 
away because of lack of a coin. 

In the old people's home | saw men 
and women who, in the twilight of 
their lives, receive comfort and loving 
care. I met one old lady who had 
lived in a doorway for 40 years, neg- 


lected and forlorn until brought to 


thus haven. 

| saw workrooms, where orphaned 
girls were making frocks for them- 
selves or repairing discarded clothing 
which had been donated. Every room 
of the buildings which I inspected bore 
the imprint of Jewish love and devo- 
tion expressed in labour which had 
rendered these premises a clean and 
sweet oasis in a morass of dirt, 
squalor, and human indignity. 

I visited some of the new flats which 
were in course of erection. These 
are owned by the community, and are 
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built along the jines of Israeli housing 
projects, with one and a half or two 
and a half rooms. with kitchens and 
other services, although excluding 
refrigeration. They are intended to 
rehouse the 3,000 Jews who exist on 
the poverty line and are at present 
accommodated jn pitiful hovels | 
saw nO young men about, and if was 
agreed that as many as possible had 
got. out of the country. mainly to 
Isracl, France, and Ital, 

| was informed that the discrimina- 
tion practised against skilled and 
unskilled workers is more widespread 
than among the professional classes. 
Mosiem employers will not give work 
to Jewish mechanics, builders. textile 
workers, etc Emplovment for work- 
ing-class Jews 1s, in the main, only 
available from Jewish employers, Dut 
there 1s a de facto arrangement by 
which the Minister of Labour insists 
that 7S per cent of all the labour 
employed by a company shall be 
native Egyptians Where these are 
Jews. the Nbin ster of Labour ms not 
prepared to accept them in that 
category. Ihis produces definite hard- 
ship for Jewish emplovers Legal 
action has never been taken. but it 
can be assumed that anv failure to 
comply is entered in the employer's 
dossier. Fey ptian labour laws 
enacted in the past two vears make 
it almost impossible to dismiss an 
employee. This may have dubious 
advantages for the Arab worker, but 
it certainiy mitigates against the 
employment of Jews. where at any 
moment they may become in the eyes 
of the State undesrable 


No Outside Aid 


All the services maintained by the 
community are a4 local problem. 
Nothing comes to Egyptian Jewry 
trom outside, and it 1s the benetactions 
and contributions of the wealthy in 
the community which make this work 
of mercy possible 

There is no prohibition of the teach- 
ing of Hebrew; the community was, 
in fact, asked to provide a Hebrew 


‘teacher for the Egyptian army. Schools 


ure run by the community, including 
a secondary school, with an excellent 
educational standard 

Two issues had caused concern, 
apart from the arrests of. Jews on 
charges of espionage or Communist 
activity. The first was a visit of a 
Mr. Alfred M. Libenthal, who came 
from the U.S.A. claiming to represent 
American Jewry, and who tried unsuc- 
cessfully to involve the community 
politically in a declaration against 
Ziomsm and Israe!|. He had declared 
that “ the time has come for the Jewish 
commumty of Egypt to become 
actively anti-Zionist and again, 
* Passive non-Zionism will not do.”

MONG the many and various 
nationalities which make 
up. the Soviet. Union's 

200,000,000 population, the Jewish 
minority has suffered the greatest 
suppression as a cultural and reli- 
gious entity. Nowhere was this 
made clearer than at the last Con- 
gress of the Union of Soviet Writers 
—the second to be held since the 
revolution. 

On this occasion practically every 
nationality incorporated in the Soviet 
Union was represented by a writer or 
poet and its literary achievements 
listed and applauded. Russian Jews 
alone had no cultura! spokesman, and 
Jewish literature and other artistic 
achievements in the U.S.S.R. were 
passed over in complete silence. 


Contribution Ignored 


There was still some hope that this 
glaring omission might be rectified in 
the new by-laws of the Union of 
Writers published subsequent to the 
Congress's deliberations. These have 
now appeared, and again Yiddish 
literature is completely ignored, as if 
Russian Jews and their outstanding 
contribution even to the revolutionary 
literature did not exist. 

Not that Jewish literary figures were 
missing from the Congress. Iya 
Ehrenburg and Samuel Marshak (trans- 
lator of Burns), both members of the 
Presidium, were among those there 
and loudly acclaimed. But, of course, 
they drew applause as outstanding 
Russian writers only. 

Nearly all speakers, following the

pride to “the multi-national character 
of Soviet literature.” After pride of 
place had been given to the Russian 
writers, mention was made of 
Ukrainian, Byelo-Russian, Georgian. 
Tadjik, Bashkir, Armenian, Estonian, 
Latvian, and Lithuanian © literary 
figures. But there was no reference 
to Yiddish writers. 

Since nothing is done in the U.S.S.R. 
without a political purpose, the omis- 
sion was deliberate. Yet the number 
of Yiddish writers who in numerous 
creative works up to the Second World 
War have epitomised the Russian 
Revolution in prose and verse are 
legion. 

One might mention Itzik Pfeffer, A. 
Vieviorka, Simon Halkin, Perez Mar- 


kish, Leib Qvitko, David Hofstein, 


Ezra Fininberg, Chaim Gilbin, Zelhk 
Akselrod, and many others. From 
the inception of the revolution and 
under its impact on the millions of 
Russian Jews who, for the first time 
in the history of Russia, fek the 
breath of equal citizenship, these 
writers were the first to acknowledge 
and praise it. 

In Moscow, Kiev, and Leningrad, 
Yiddish newspapers and Yiddish books 
appearing openly for the first time 
played their full part in the building 
of the U.S.S.R. 

At the time of the first Congress of 
Soviet Writers in 1934, presided over 
by Maxim Gorki, Yiddish was recog- 
nised asa living language and the 
legal speech of millions of people. 


In Kiev alone over 30,000 Jewish chil- 
dren were receiving tuition in Yiddish. 
Newspapers in that language were 
obtainable at almost every kiosk = in 
the big cities. State printing presses 
published Yiddish novels, poetry, and 
textbooks regularly. 

From all appearances today hardly 
a trace of this remains. State publi- 
cation lists contain not a single Yid- 
dish title or even Russian translations. 
The sole exception is a small Yiddish 
newspaper in Biro-Bidjan. 

So thorough is this obliteration that 
apparently even reference to Jewish 
revolutionary writers of the early days 
of the U.S.S.R. ts no longer tolerated. 
Not one of their names appeared to 
have been mentioned at the last 
Writers Congress. 

Yet the name of Itzik Pfeffer, for 
instance, was a household word in 
Russia—and not unknown outside-— 
up to and during the last war. It 
may be recalled that he was a delegate 
of the Anti-Fascist Committee to this 
country during the war. 

Pfeffer's eulogies of Stalin were 
often quoted in the Soviet press and 
have scarcely been surpassed for 
extravagant expression by any Com- 
munist. In one outpouring he wrote: 
“ Stalin's name is like the eternal sun 
which will shine for always. It is 
deeper than all the seas and higher 
than all the mountains.” 

It is true that no one rhapsodises 
about Stalin. like this now. But 
Russians who sang praises in the same 


vein are still big names in the Soviet 
todas tefler, on the other 
hand, seems to have disappeared com- 
pietely, and not even his closest 
friends know his whereabouts But 
Pieffer praised Stalin in Yiddish. What 
is more, at the end of the war he 
wrote: “| am a Jew.” and recalled 
his origins and attachment to the 
Jewish race 

That the erasure of Yiddish is a 
part of Soviet policy today was also 
demonstrated at the Congress by its 
complete omission from the long list 
of publications. This gave details of 
millions of books not only in Russian 
and Ukrainian, but also the tongues 
of other peoples in the U.S.S.R. 


Hebrew Language Omission 


For instance, Tugelbai Sydykbekov, 
a Kirghiz writer, has had his books 
published in ten Soviet languages. A 
Turkman author has been translated 
into mine languages, with more than 
1,000,000 copes issued. Publications 
are listed for obscure ethnic groups 
and languages like the Tuva, Mari, 
Komi, Avarian, and so on. Needless 
to say, there is an almost endless list 
of translations from European. Asiatic, 
and American authors, not only into 
Russian, but other languages spoken in 
the U.S.S.R. But one searches in vain for 
Hebrew—the language of modern Israel. 

The answer to al! this is clearly 
that as far as the Jews are concerned 
total assimilation is the unrelenting 
official Soviet policy. Minority status 
and cultural freedom may be permuted 
to the handful of Chukchi and Tuva, 
but not to 2,000,000 Jewish citize 
in Russia.

The Torah is Given 


By AUNTIE 


TT stor, the you will hear in 
shool, the Ten Commandments 
read from the Sefer Torah. I! 
want vou to imagine the wonderful 
scene that took place on the historic 
occasion that ts described in our 
Sidra 

From the first day of the third 
month (Sivan) a heavy cloud descended 
on Mount Sinai, and the people were 
forbidden to go near. The actual day 
of the giving of the Torah was truly 
awe-inspiring. Early in the morning 
rumblings could be heard from the 
mountain, followed by flashes of light- 
ning which caused the people to 
tremble. Shortly after noon Moses bade 
the people make ready. He then went 
up the mountain and spoke to God: 
* Announce Thy words ; Thy children 
are ready to obey them.” And the 
Israelites declared: “ All that the Lord 
hath said, we will do and obey.” 

Rabbi Meir. one of our great 
teachers, who used to delight children 


In every generation 

the children are -the 

pledges of the 
Torah 


both with his tales and with his 
method of telling them, tells a very 
pretty story. 

He said that when the Israelites had 
gathered at the foot of Mount Sinai. 
ready and willing to receive the 
promised Law, God said to them: 
“TI am about to present you with the 
most precious of treasures, a gift that 
is beyond compare. The possession 
of this gift will bring not only happi- 
ness and joy to yourselves but peace 
and tranquillity to the whole of the 
world. You will be able to say that 
‘its ways are ways of pleasantness and 
all its paths are peace. Now what 
can you offer Me as a pledge and a 
guarantee that this precious treasure. 
the gift of the Torah, will be proper!, 
guarded and safely preserved through- 
out the generations ?” 

Israel replied: “We offer. our 
fathers, Abraham. Isaac, and Jacob. as 
a pledge. Our giorious past is surel\ 
a sufficient guarantee that the Law will 
be safely kept by us.” 

God rephed: “ No, I cannot accept 
such a security. It 1s not enough. No 
nation can exist on its past history. 
and no people can live solely on the 
merits of the fathers.” 


A Surety 


Israel then offered the prophets and 
wise men who would live in the vears 


to come. “ We offer as security those 
great men who will arise in every 
generation of Israel and who will 


uphold the Law in the future.” 

“ No,” answered the Almighty, “I 
cannot accept such pledges. It is not 
sufficient. A few chosen people can- 
not be made responsible for the whole 


race. Have you nothing else that vou 
can offer to make sure that My 
supreme gift will be preserved and 


cherished for ever ?” 

At last, after much thought, the 
Israelites offered their children as 
pledges. “Our. children,” — they 
exclaimed, “ shall be our pledges. We 
promise to teach our children the 
study of the Law and we will train 
them in the ways of Judaism.” 

“Truly an excellent pledge.” came 
back the Almighty’s voice. “ This 
pledge will I accept.” 

Rabbi Meir concluded his story by 
telling them that no doubt King David 


was thinking of this pledge when he 
said in Psalm 8: “ Out of the mouths 
of babes, and infants, hast Thou 
founded strength.” : 

Then, having received the promise 
from the people of Israel that their 
children should be taught the Torah, 
God appeared in all His glory and 
spoke the words of the Ten Com- 
mandments. Now you can see why 
it is so important for you to know 
and understand the Torah, as you 
are one of the pledges.

It has often taken many 
years of hard work to complete the 
task of digging up only one site. but 


it has all proved worth while. Even 
after one ruined city has been 
uncovered, workers have continucd to 


dig ; and underneath they have found 
the remains of eveh older cities which 
had been destroyed by an enemy. 
each discovery proving more exciting 
than the other. 


Relics of the Past 


‘Sometimes complete parts of cities 
have been uncovered, and thousands 
of household articles, jewellery, and 
ornaments have been found. Fach 
has a story to tell of how our 
ancestors lived, of the clothes they 
wore, and even of the food they ate. 
Among the most valuable finds are 
the numerous clay tablets which were 
used for writing down important 
events, or even for writing ietiers. 
From these we learn not only some- 
thing about early Hebrew writing and 
language but facts which confirm 
some of the historic events related im 
the Bible. We are now able to see 
for ourselves monuments found in the 
palaces of conquering kings. boasting 
of their victories Over the people of 
Israel 

If vou were fortunate enough to 
visit the “Land of the Bible Fxhib- 
tion” held at the British Museum 
recently you will have seen examples 
of these priceless relics of the past. 
Among them were tools and weapons 
used in the time of our forefathers,

Most remarkable was a 
model of King Solomon's stables 
found at the ancient city of Mee ddo. 
which had sufficient room for 4a 
hundred horses.

By FLORENCE GREENBERG 
GENOESE SPONGE 


Flour. 3 oz.; cornflour, 4 oz.; butter 
or margarine, 3 Castor sugar, 4 ; 
3 eggs. 

| ine a greased oblong tin (about 8 x 12 
inches) with greased paper. Melt the 
butter (or Margarine) without letting it 
get too hot. Sieve flour and cornflour. 
Pyt the eggs and sugar in a basin, place 
over hot water and whisk for about 8 
eunutes: remove the basin from the hot 
water and continue beating until the mix- 
‘ore is thick and white, then add the 
melted fat and sieved flour, fold in care- 
fully with a metal spoon, and pour the 
mixture into prepared tin. Bake in a 
moderate oven until golden brown, and 
firm to the touch—about 40 minutes (375 

Regulo No. 4). 

The sponge can be used in any of the 
following ways. 


(t) Leave plain, cut into fingers, and 
serve with stewed frunt. 


(>) Cat mto two and sandwich to- 
ther with lemon curd, batter icing. or 
any filling preferred. 


(4) Diamond Pastries. Cut the slab into 
sirips about 14 inches wide, then cut 
across into diamond shapes: then coat 
the sections with glacé icing—having some 
white and some pink, or green. Garnish 
with glacé cherries and angelica. Cut 
some of the cake into rounds or crescents 
with a biscuit cutter and ice with choco- 
late icing and garnish with chopped nuts 
or desiccated coconut. 


(4) Not and Coffee Butter Icing. Cream 
> ov. margarine wrth 3 oz. of sieved icing 


sugar, add a teaspoonful of cofice 
essence, and mix thoroughly. Spread this 
evenly “over the sponge. sprinkle with 


shredded almonds and dust hghtly with 
icing sugar. Trmm edges with a sharp 
knife and cut into fingers or any shape 
preferred. 

(S) Almond Fancies. Cut 2 strips of 
the cake about 2 inches wide and spread 
with a thin layer of sieved apricot jam. 
Pul a narrow roll. of marzipan down the 
ntre and completely cover with glacé 
icing coloured to fancy. Leave till set, 
then with a very sharp knife cut into 
micces about | inch wide 


Marzipan. Mix together 4 oz. of ground 
almonds. 2 oz. each castor and sieved 
King sugar, one egg volk. a teaspoonful 
of lemon juice, and a few drops essence 
of vamilla. Knead thoroughly till soft 
and plhable and shape initio a roll about 
4 inch across. Use as directed.

SPASTIC CHILDREN 
Hope for the Handicapped 


An attractive little book in which 
Mr. Godfrey Winn has written wilh 
understanding and sympathy of a 
dav which he spent with the children 
at the Crovdon Spastics Centre*® has 
prompted a few observations on the 
subject of spastic children. gene: 
«with one which, it 1s hoped, 
will be encouraging to the parents and 
guardians of Jewish spastic children 
in particular. 


A spastic is one of the two main types 
of those who are handicapped by what 

known as cerebral palsy Ihe second 
tyvpe-is what 1s called an athetoid. 

Cerebral palsy is caused by ceriain 
brain cells. being unde developed Or 
injured. with the result that some hmbDs 
are sifl or weak or move with involun- 
tary uncontrollable jerks and writhings., 
Root causes may he pre-natal, contem- 


porancous W! h bh rth, of na few cases, 
post-natal. In some cases—but. not 
nearly so many as was once feared—there 
is mental deficiency: and, while only 
few can compete with normal children in 
ordinary schools, it is thought that quite 
SQ per cent of spastic and athetoid chil- 
dren can be trained to some degree of 

usefulness and even independence.

MR. B. MARGULIES 


Mr. Benzion Margulies, a founder 
and Vice-President of the Mizrachi 
Federation of Great Britain, died at his 
home in London 
on Wednesday, 
aged 65. Mr. 
Margulies, who 
had been suffer- 
ing heart 
trouble for some 


time, was taken 
il on Tuesday 
night and died 


in the early hours 
of the morning. 

He was a native 
of Galicia and 
settled in Germany, 
whence he came to 
Britain in 1933 


Mr. B. Margulies 


having been forced to leave his home and 
a business at Essen after the Nazis came 
to power. In Britain, he and his younger 
brother, Mr. Alexander Margulies, built 


up a new business in Hatton Garden. 
and during the war he was engaged in 
the manufacture of important precision 
instruments for the Government. 

Mr. Margulies was a great lover of 
Zion, a warm-hearted social worker with 
a keen sense of responsibility, and a 
generous supporcr of many Jewish 
causes. No one who knocked at his doo: 
secking funds for religious, social, or cul- 
tural purposes was turned away empty- 
handed. 

During the war he was a member of 
the Executive of the Association of Polish 
Jews as well as of the Federation of 
Jewish Relief Organisations. Later, he 
became joint Treasurer of the F.J.R.O. 
and of the United Jewish Relief Appeal. 
and conducted a campaign to collect 
clothing for Isracl. 

He was particularly magnanimous in 
helping Jewish writers, who found his 
home and his purse always open to them 
Some of the best poctry of Itzik Manger 
was dedicated to him in recognition of 
his friendship and devotion to Jewish 
culture. He founded, together with his 
brother, the Ararat Publication Society, 
a non-profit-mak'nge company to promotc 
the circulation of Hebrew literature.

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»tWISH CLAIMS AGAINST AUSTRIA 
New Vienna Offer Awaited 


From our Own Correspondent 


PARIS 

The Committee for Jewish Claims 
Against Ausiria is prepared to wait 
“a longer” for the Austrian 
Government to make a “decent” 
offer of compensation to the Jewish 
victims of Nazism, Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann, the President of the Committee, 
Said at a press conference here on 
Monday. 

He added that he had deliberately 
refrained from specifying a precise time 
limit, as he did not want to deliver an 
ultimatum; but, if there was no satis- 
factory approach from Austria very soon. 
the Commitice would publish 1 full 
record of the negotiations. 

“ Again and again.” said Dr. Gold- 
mann, “ Austra has made promises and 
failed to keep them in the past year 
and a hall Wishing to avoid “™ violent 
language ~ at this juncture, he said, he 
would only cite two instances of bad 
fauh on the part of the Austrian Govern- 
mem. First, the Chancellor, Herr Raab, 
had given a written but worthless assur- 
ance last July that a reasonable offer of 
compensation would be forthcoming 
“within three months.” Secondly, two 
months ago. in New York. Herr Raab 
had promised to make an offer “ within 
4 fortnight 

The $15,000,000 which the committee 
was demanding for compensation to 
Jewish survivors of Nazi persecution, and 
the $6.000,000 asked for heirless Jewish 
property, was only an absurdly minute 
fraction of Jewish losses, which one way 
or another had enriched the Austrian 


economy, said Dr. Goldmann, and was 
not to be regarded as reparations, but as 
a moral gesture. He stressed the extent 
to which Austrians had supporied and 
participated in Nazi oppression. 

Dr. Emil Maurer, the President of the 
Federation of Austrian Jewish Communi- 
ties, made a statement endorsing that of 
Dr. Goldmann and “ protesting with 
vehemence against the policy of the 
Austrian Government. which gives 
precedence to the rehabilitation of former 
Nazis over the payment of compensation 
to the Jewish ‘victims of Nazism.” 


GOVERNMENT REACTION

VIENNA 
_ Commenting on Dr, Goldmann's state- 
ment that the Jewish Claims Commitice 
would not resume negotiations until 
Austria had put forward constructive 
proposals, a Government spokesman told 
me on Wednesday that at present the 
Jewish Claims Commitice would not be 
invited to resume the talks. The purpose 
of the Austrian mvitation to “ Christian 
Jews" and representatives of former 
Austrian citizens in America was to form 
an over-all assessment of how much com- 
pensation should be paid. he added. After 
these discussions the Austrian Govern 
ment, whether or not further talks with 
the Jewish Claims Commitice were held. 
would publish final proposals which it 
was hoped would be satisfactory to all 
partics concerned. 

The official Government organ. com- 
menting on .Dr. Goldmann’s declaration, 
states that “ negotiations” had never been 
held, only “talks.” 


M. MENDES-FRANCE’S FALL 
Antagonism of M. Rene Mayer

PARIS 
There is astonishment here—as 
naive as .it is widespread—th:* 
M. René Mayer led the parhamentary 
attack which brought down the 
Government of M. Mendés-France 
last week-end.

EMIGRATE

VIENNA 

Thirty-four elderly Jews from East 
Europe on Sunday left here for Naples 
to board the Artsa bound for Haifa

among the hundreds of intending emi- 
grants who had come to sce them off. 

The emigrants were allowed to. take 
out of Eastern Europe a smal! sum of 
moncy and a few valuables.

“The rights of Jews as full and 
equal citizens of South Africa with all 
other sections of the white population 
remain the same under my Govern- 
ment as under all previous Govern- 
ments of the Union,” Mr. J. G. 
Strijdom, the Prime Minister of South 
Africa, told a J.T.A. representative 
here last week. 

Mr. Strijdom said that his Govern- 
ment’s policy “is to mete out fair treat- 
ment to all sections of the population. 
No differential treatment will be meted 
out by my Governmen: to Afrikaner. 
English, Jewish, or any other section of 
the white population. All are full and 
equal citizens without differentiation.” 

Asked about his Governnient’s attitude 
to Isracl, Mr. Strijdom replied: We 
have relations of mutual friendship with 
Isracl. We were the first country in the 
Commonwealth to accord full recognition 
to the State of Isracl and we wish Israel 
well.”’—4J.T.A)

TALKS WITH EGYPT REJECTED 
Israeli Reply to General Burns

JERUSALEM 

General Burns, head of the Pales- 
tine Mixed Armistice Commission, has 
been informed by the Israeli authori- 
ties that no useful purpose would be 
served at present by further meetings 
between their representatives and those 
of Egypt to discuss his proposals for 
easing the border tension. 

It is pointed out that in the present 
tense atmosphere, resulting from the 
hanging of two Jews by the Egyptians 
last week. the talks would prove fruitless. 

The Israelis have also refused to par- 
ticipate with Egyptians in a special com- 
mittee dealing with appeals. For the 
time being the Israclis will apparently 
agree to meeting the Egyptians only at 
emergency meetings of the Mixed Armis- 
tice Commission 

No progress has been made in the 
attempts to reach agreement between 
Jordan and Isracli military commanders 
in Jerusalem. Gencral Burns has pro- 
posed a revival of agreements between 
local commanders all along the demarca- 
tion line. The Israclis are considering 
officially the proposal. but there js little 


chance that they will agree as they have 
always taken the view that the meetin : 
of the local commanders were ineflectie 
and preferred meetings of area com. 
manders.

1£631,000,000 BUDGET 
INTRODUCED 


Stabilising Wages and Prices

JERUSALEM 

The Government's 1£631,000,000 
Budget, presented to the Knesset by 
Mr. Levi Eshkol, the Finance Minister, 
on Tuesday, includes 1£192,000,000 for 
development. 

The Budget reflects the more seitled 
conditions in the country, and during the 
coming fiscal year it ts estimated that 
the cost-of-living index will remain 
unchanged with the stabilisation of prices 
and wages. 

Mr, Eshkol stated that so far as the 
external situation was concerned the 
Israel pound should maintain its present 
uniform rate of exchange at [£1.80 to the 
dollar or 1£5.04 to the pound ‘Sterling. 
The internal effect of this, it is hoped, 
will be that. Israelis will, for the first 
time, begin to save. 

Another favourable factor the 
Budget, Mr. Eshkol pointed out, was that 
the reduction of income tax by amounts 
ranging from 10 and 25 per cent would 
benefit particularly “ independent 
workers, who would no longer have to 
Pay tax on their cost-of-living allowances. 
The maximum tax payable would be 
SO per cent of a person's income. — 


30 Per Cent from Abroad 


Revenue sources listed by the Minister 
include 1£53,000,000 to be raised by an 
internal loan; 1£39,000,000 accruing from 
postal duties; 1£40,000,000 from com- 
munication services; and 1£189,000,000 
from foreign sources (including 
1£68,000.000 as counterpart funds from 
reparations and 1£67,000,000 as counter- 
part funds from the American grant-in- 
aid). Some 30 per cent of the total 
income will come from abroad. 

The sum of 1£192,000,000 for develop- 
ment represents the largest amount 
allocated so far. 

The Budget provides for the establish- 
ment of 25 new settlements, mainly in 
the Northern Negev. his year, the 
Minister said, a copper smelting plant 
would be established in the Southern 
Negev by an American firm. and the first 
experiments would be made in mining 
this ore. In addition, 1£10,000,000 
would be invested in potash production, 
of which 1£5,000,000 was provided for 
in the Budget, while the balance would 
be raised by the sale of stocks abroad. 

The Minister also announced measures 
to encourage investors and the issue of 
special Government stocks and shares 
with guaranteed dividends to Govern- 
ment companics and co-operatives.
